The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The following is a 
statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The primary reason for 
allowance is that no prior art of record a process for dehydrogenation of an alkylaromatic 
compound wherein unreacted alkylaromatic compound from the crude product is separated in a 
fractionator carried out at an overhead pressure below 200 mmHg and the overhead vapor from 
the fractionator is condense to provide heat for boiling a reactor consisting essentially of an 
azeotropic mixture of the alkylaromatic compound and water and compressed the vaporized 
reactor feed, the overhead vapor from the fractionator or both to obtain an azeotropic mixture of 
the alkylaromatic compound and water at a suitable pressure for feeding to the dehydrogenation 
reactor. 

White (US 4,695,664) discloses a dehydrogenation process with a method of recovering 
heat from low temperature effluent including a compressor. White does not disclose a 
fractionating step as claimed.

EP 074335 Al discloses a dehydrogenation process including a fractionating step and a 
step of compressing a gas stream from the fraction step. However, the EP reference does not 
teach that the compressing step is to obtain an azeotropic mixture of ethylbenzene and water. 
Also, the EP reference teaches that the inhibitor is added to the compressor, not to the 
fractionating step as claimed. Therefore, it is not obvious to combine the EP reference and the 
White reference.
